veto failed, the yeas being 144 and the 
nays lit, considerably less than the 
necessary two-thirds in the affirmative. 
The vote itself was lighter than on 
the passage of the Bland b ill 
The 
biil passed by 168 to 129—a majority 
of 39. 
On overriding the veto the ma­ 
jority was only 30, but this was only 
the natural drop due the sm aller vote. 
Ten populists voted for the Bland bill, 
while only five were recorded in favor 
of overriding the veto. 
Fifty-four 
democrats voted to sustain the veto, 
as against forty-nine who opposed the 
passage of the bill originally.

were sixty republicans against the 
passage of the bill, and there were 
sixty who voted to sustain the veto. 
Twenty republicans voted to pass the 
bill and sixteen were recorded in favor 
of overriding the veto.

Coxey’s arm y is imprisoned in Alle­ 
gheny. 
Some of its troopers lie be­ 
hind the bars of the Central station; 
the others are behind a tw enty five

Any excuse was sufficient 
for the arrest of a man wearing the 
Coxey badge. 
Every contumely and 
insult th a t the Allegheny police could 
devise has 
been ^heaped upon the 
army. 
A t 
night 
the 
cells 
of 
the Central station were crowded 
to suffocation 
with 
Coxey 
men, 
the charge in nearly every instance 
being vagrancy. 
The men arrested 
are almost invariably the pick of 
Coxey’s arm y—clean, bright-eyed men 
whose only offense consists in being 
out of work and wearing a common­ 
weal badge. 
Out of fifty-eight men 
arrested there was only one case of 
disorderly conduct. 
A visit to tile 
cells failed to locate a drunken man. 
The tw o public meetings held by 
Coxey were packed to the doors. There 
are both excitem ent and indignation 
in Pittsburg. 
The general sentim ent 
seems to be one of sympathy w ith the 
army. Contributions and supplies have 
poured in upon it. One of the principal 
firms in the city sent 300 pairs of shoes 
and IOO vests to the camp. 
Another 
firm sent 350 pounds of meat, 248 
fish 
and 
l,00o 
loaves of 
bread. 
Still another sent two cases of soap, 
three baskets of clothing and a large 
quantity of tobacco. 
Minor contribu­ 
tions aggregating many wagon loads 
were contributed during the day. 
All the men arrested were taken into 
court and railroaded into the work­ 
house for thirty days each. 
Most of 
the men had union cards and showed 
them to the justice, but it did them no 
good. 
Chief of Police Mutli gives no 
reason for his procedure; he simply 
says th at he is running the police 
force. 
According to the program the army 
will march through Pittsburg to-day 
on its way east. 
It is doubtful if 
Chief of Police Muth allows it outside 
the fence. 
Both Coxey and Browne 
have a good deal to say on the subject, 
but it has no effect. 


Twelve Hungarians W ere Killed and 
Many Injured—Thousands of Armed

Co n n e l l s v il l e , Pa., April 5—[Spec­ 
ia l]—Reports from the valley say th a t 
a fierce fight occurred there this morn­ 
ing in which twelve Hungarians were 
killed and several injured. 
The en­ 
tire coke region is in a high state of 
excitement and there are great fears 
of more bloodshed and destruction of 
property. 
Armed mobs are marching 
toward the different mines, some of 
them with as many as a thousand 
men in 
line.

continuous battle from early morning. 
Ten 
thousand 
infuriated 
strikers

special officers. 
At least nine lives 
have been lost already, and fully a 
half dozen other victims of these in­ 
furiated mobs are lying a t the point of 
death as a result of the conflicts of the 
day. 
The civic authorities are power­ 
less to control in any way the mobs of 
ignorant foreigners who now stand 
guard throughout the region and de­ 
clare th at any attem pt to move a 
wheel means a battle.

While the present postal-note fee is 
the same as that of the minimum 
money order, 3 cents, and the highest 
amount for which a postal note can 
be issued is $4.99, the experience of 
several years past has proven that the 
average amount for

notes are issued is $1.68, so that it is 
evident that a very large proportion 
are issued for amounts less than $2.50 
and therefore under the new system 
the lowest denomination of the new 
money order will substantially supply 
all the facilities at present afforded by 
the postal note and at the same time 
guarantee perfect safety. 
The postal 
note in practice gives no secur­ 
ity 
whatever 
to 
the 
sender. 
Anybody can get one cashed simply 
by signing 
his name 
and pre 
Benting it for payment at any post­ 
office authorized to pay postal notes at 
a11, so that the risk in sending it 
through the mails is just as great as 
ia sanding actual money, the only ad­ 
vantage being that it can be made 
out for a fractional sum. 
The prac­ 
tice of requiring the payer to sign his 
name upon payment is a farce and a 
fraud, since there is no means of pre­ 
venting a mistake in payment and no 
way of checking or counter-checking 
for the security either of the post­ 
master who issued the note or the one 
who paid it. 
If it is lost in transit or 
otherwise no duplicate can be had. 
Most newspapers and business firms 
receiving remittances 
through the 
mails make a habit of repeatedly noti­ 
fying their patrons and mail custom­ 
ers that money transmitted by postal 
note is wholly at the risk of the send­ 
er. 
The new money order, on the 
other hand by an ingeniously con­ 
trived system of coupons serving as 
an effective check both upon purchaser 
and postmaster, will be exempt from 
all these embarrassments and imper­ 
fections, and is apt to prove a satis­ 
factory solution of the long-mooted 
problem of reissuing fractional

“ The manner of submitting any 
question to the electors of said city 
herein before required by the provis­ 
ions of this act to be so submitted 
shall be as follows: 
* * * * 
But 
any question so i mbncitted shall be 
declared lost unless it shall appear on 
6nch canvass that two-thirds or more 
of all the legal votes cast thereon 
shall be in favor thereof.” 
Clerk Cunningham says, however, 
th at the vote was not conducted under 
this chapter. 
Advantage was taken 
of the fact that Section 943 of the Re­ 
vised Statutes permits the issue of 
bonds on a majority vote. 
It reads as 
follows: 
“ No bonds shall in any case be is­ 
sued by any town, vii age or city until 
the proposition for their issue for the 
special purposes thereof shall have 
been submitted to the people of such 
municipality and adopted by a major­ 
ity voting thereon.” 
The matter having been disposed of 
by 4 he people it now rests with the 
council, and here the chapter provis 
ioD calling fdr a tw o-thirds vote comes 
into play.

The statistics of the census bureau 
w ith respect to the burden of mort­ 
gage indebtedness—the heaviest of all 
charges upon the pre per t j and indus­ 
try of the country—are well worth 
analyzing for the exact meaning of 
the information that they convey. 
In 
the aggregate, this form of indebted­ 
ness reaches the enormous sum of 
•4,935,455,890, of which $1,686,272,- 
279 is on farm lands, and $3,249,183,- 
614 is on city and town property. This 
is to say, of the total amount, only a 
little over one-third rests upon the ru­ 
ral population. 
This will surprise 
those who know nothing about the 
matter except what has been told them 
by populist orators and newspapers.

time, when thoroughly established in 
all the cities of this country and an 
interchange system inaugurated, 
a 
terror of the largest magnitude to all 
classes of criminals, says the Phila­ 
delphia Times. 
Although 
years may 
pass after 
a man’s release from prison before he 
is again arrested and his criminal his­ 
tory be almost if not quite forgotten, 
the scientific identification of the Ber­ 
tillon system is sure to reveal his iden­ 
tity and give his criminal record of the 
past, despite a thousand protestations 
of previous good conduct and his claim 
of a first offense. 
After a man or 
woman once passes through the ordeal 
of M. Bertillon’s method of identifica­ 
tion they are forever spotted. 
They 
may grow old, efface tattooing or other 
marks 
on 
their bodies, 
compress 
their chests, dye their hair, reduce 
their weight, extract their teeth, in 
fact do anything and everything they 
can devise to destroy their identity, 
but all to no purpose—the record 
against them is unfailing. They can not 
pass the Bertillon examination if they 
live to be one hundred years old with­ 
out recognition. 
When the system was first adopted 
in Philadelphia in 1892, the apparatus 
required for taking the various meas­ 
urements of criminals was placed in a 
small room adjoining the cell room on 
the sixth floor of 
the city 
hall. 
It 
was 
soon 
discovered, 
how­ 
ever, that this space wras not suffi­ 
cient, and the public building com­ 
missioners were asked for a room on 
the seventh floor, which was granted. 
In order to secure a good light with 
which to make the photographs, a 
large section of the roof was removed

The next step was to take the w eight 
of the prisoner; then the crim inal was 
directed to place him self against a high 
m easuring board, bearing a t th e side a 
scale.

Townsend said that great care was 
always taken to have it exact. 
One 
foot of the compass is braced against 
the root of the nose and the other 
moved over the back of the skull in 
search of the point of greatest depth. 
When this is reached, the compass is 
set and again applied to see if the 
foot can be moved freely all over the 
back of the head without coming to a 
point which it can not pass. 
If such a 
point is reached, evidently there is a 
greater depth than the one before reg­ 
istered and another trial is made. 
“The measurement of the head,” ex­

“is of great

taken, its length, breadth, projection 
from the face and width at root and 
base being among them, and besides 
all this, a note was made of its pecu­ 
liarities. 
Then the prisoner was re­ 
quested to stand with his forearm 
resting on the table and its measure­ 
ment was taken, also that of his left 
hand, forefinger and little finger.

The Germ Theory. 
The germ theory is largely responsi­ 
ble for some of the marvels of modern 
surgery. Out of the germ theory grew 
the scrupulous care of surgeons as to 
the aseptic and antiseptic treatment 
of wounds so that the fevers and in­ 
flammations that used to be. the inevi­ 
table consequence of surgical opera­ 
tions are now unknown in well man­ 
aged hospitals. 
Surgeons will now 
chip off the top of a man’s head, ex- 
libit his brain to a curious class of 
students, send him to bed with his 
“wound” antiseptically dressed and 
bring him back a week later "with 
nothing to show of the operation but 
a slight and well healed scar. When a 
boy’s leg was to be removed the other 
day, the surgeons first cut a hole in 
the abdomen big enough for one of 
them to thrust in his sterilized fist and 
pinch an artery that would be in­ 
volved in the operation. 
But for the 
possibility of antiseptic treatment no 
such operation could be performed 
with safety. 


T hread B iting. 
Ladies who do considerable sewing 
frequently suffer a great deal from 
soreness of the mouth and lips, and are 
often at a loss to ascertain the cause 
of the trouble. Half the time it is sim­ 
ply the result of biting off thread in­ 
stead of using a pair of scissors for 
cutting. In the case of silk thread the 
danger is quite marked, because it is 
usual to soak the thread in acetate of 
lead, partly to harden it and give it a 
good surface, and also, perhaps, to in­ 
crease its weight somewhat. 
If this 
practice of biting thread is followed 
regularly, and very much silk thread 
so used, the results may be quite seru­ 
ms, and even lead to blood-poisoning.

B ro o k ly n , April I.—In th e Brooklyn 
T abernacle this forenoon, Rev. 
Dr. 
T alm age preached to a crow ded aud­ 
ience, on a subject of unusual interest, 
as illu stratin g the sustaining pow er of 
religion to those who are in daily con­ 
ta c t w ith the world, its trials and 
tem ptations. 
The te x t chosen was 
Psalm s 68 : x iii 
“ Though ye have lain am ong~the 
pots, y et shall ye be as the w ings of a 
dove covered w ith silver and her feath ­ 
ers w ith yellow gold.” 
I suppose you know w hat th e Israel­ 
ites did dow n in E gyptian slavery. 
T hey m ade bricks. 
Amid th e utensils 
o f the brick kiln there w ere also other 
utensils of cookery—th e kettles, the 
pots, the pans, w ith w hich they pre­ 
pared th eir daily food; and w hen these 
poor slaves, tired of th e day’s work, 
lay dow n to rest, they lay dow n am ong 
■the im plem ents of cookery and the im­ 
plem ents of hard work. 
W hen they 
arose in the m orning they found their 
garm en ts covered w ith the clay and 
th e smoke and th e dust, and 
be­ 
sm irched and begrim ed w ith the uten ­ 
sils of cookery. 
B ut afte r aw hile the 
lo r d broke up th a t slavery, and he 
took these poor slaves into a land 
w here they had b etter garb, bright 
an d clean and beautiful apparel. 
No 
m ore bricks for them to make. 
L et 
P h arao h m ake his own bricks. 
W hen 
David, in my text, comes to describe 
th e transition of these poor Israelites 
from th eir bondage am id th e brick 
kilns into the glorious em ancipation 
fo r w hich God had prepared them, he 
says: 
‘‘T hough. ye have lain am ong 
th e pots, y et shall ye be as th e w ings 
o f a dove covered w ith silver, and her 
le a th e rs w ith yellow gold. ” 
Miss W hately, the author of a cele­ 
brated book, “Life in E gypt,” said she 
som etim es saw people in the east cook­ 
in g th eir food on the tops of houses, 
and th a t she had often, seen, ju st be­ 
fore sundown, pigeons and doves w hich 
had, during the heat of the day, been 
hiding am ong th e kettles and the pans, 
w ith w hich the food was prepared, 
picking up the crum bs th a t they m ight 
find; ju st about the hour of sunset 
th ey w ould spread their w ings and fly 
heavenw ard, entirely unsoiled by the 
region in w hich they had moved, for 
th e pigeon is a very cleanly bird. And 
as th e pigeons flew aw ay the setting 
sun w ould throw silver on their w ings 
an d gold on th eir breasts. 
So you see 
it is n ot a far-fetched simile, or an un­ 
n a tu ra l com parison, when David in my 
te x t says to these em ancipated Israel­ 
ites, and says to all those who are 
b ro u g h t out of any kind of trouble 
into 
any 
kind 
of 
spiritual 
joy: 
“ T hough ye have lain am ong the pots, 
y e t shall ye be as the w ings of a dove 
covered w ith silver, and her feathers 
w ith yellow gold.” 
Sin is the hardest of all taskm asters. 
W orse 
th an 
Pharaoh, it keeps us 
d ru d g in g in a m ost degrading service; 
b u t afte r a w hile Christ comes and he 
says: 
“L et my people go,” and we 
pass out from am ong th e brick-kilns of 
sin into the glorious lib erty of the 
gospel; we p u t on the clean robes of a 
C hristian profession, and w hereat last 
we soar aw ay to the w arm nest w hich 
God has provided for us in heaven, we 
sh all go fairer th an ac dove, its w ings 
covered w ith silver, and its feathers 
w ith yellow gold. 
I am going to preach som ething 
w hich some of you do not believe, and 
th a t is, th a t the grandest possible

T he reason men condem n the Bible 
is

it. 
Doctor 
Johnson said th a t Hume told a m inis­ 
te r in the bishopric of Durham, th a t 
he had never particularly exam ined 
th e New T estam ent, yet all his life 
w arring • against i t 
H ailey the as­ 
tronom er announced his skepticism to 
Sir Isaac Newton, and Sir Isaac New­ 
to n said: “Now, sir, I have exam ined 
th e subject and you have not; and I 
am asham ed th a t you, professing to be 
a philosopher, consent to condem n a 
th in g you never have exam ined.” And 
so m en reject the religion of Jesus 
C hrist because they really have never 
investigated it. 
They th in k it some­ 
th in g undesirable, som ething th a t w ill 
n o t work, 
som ething 
Pecksniffian, 
som ething hypocritical, som ething re­ 
pulsive, w hen it is so b rig h t and so 
beautiful you m ight com pare it to a 
chaffinch, you m ight com pare it to a 
robin redbreast, you m ight com pare it 
to a dove, its -wings covered w ith sil­ 
ver and its feath ers w ith yellow gold. 
B ut how is it if a young m an be­ 
comes a C hristian? 
All through the 
club rooms, w here he associates, all 
th ro u g h the business circles w here he 
is known, 
there is 
com m iseration. 
They say: “ W hat a pity th a t a young 
m an who had such b rig h t prospects 
should so have been despoiled by those 
Christians, giving up all his w orldly 
prospects for som ething which is of no 
particular present w orth!” 
Here is a 
young woman who becomes a Chris­ 
tian; her voice, her face, her m anners 
the charm of the drawing-room . 
Now 
all through the fashionable circles the 
w hisper goes: “ W hat a pity th a t such a 
b rig h t lig h t should have been ex­ 
tinguished, th a t such a graceful g ait 
should be crippled, th a t such w orldly 
prospects should be o b literated .” Ah, 
my friends, it can be show n th a t relig­ 
ion s ways are w ays of pleasantness, and 
th a t all her paths are peace; th a t re ­ 
ligion, instead of being dark and dole­ 
ful and lachrym ose and repulsive, is 
b rig h t and beautiful, fairer th an a 
dove, its w ings covered w ith silver and 
its feathers w ith yellow gold. 


See; in the first place, w h at religion 
w ill do for a m an’s heart. I care not 
how cheerful a m an m ay n atu rally be 
before conversion, conversion brings 
him up to a higher standard of cheer­ 
fulness. 
I do not say he will laugh 
any louder; I do not say b u t he may 
stand back from some form s of h il­ 
arity in w hich he once indulged; but 
th ere comes into his soul an immense 
satisfaction. 
A young m an n o t a

and w ell w ith him. B ut trouble comes 
—there are m any young meh in the 
house this m orning who can testify 
out of th eir own experience th a t some­ 
tim es to young men trouble does come 
—his friends are gone, 
his salary 
is 
gone, 
his health is gone; 
he 
goes 
dowp, 
down. 
He 
becomes 
sour, 
cross, 
qneer, 
m isanthropic, 
blam es the 
world, blam es 
society, 
blam es the church, blam es everything, 
rushes perhaps to the intoxicating cup 
to drow n his trouble, b u t instead of 
drow ning his trouble, he drow ns his 
body and drow ns his soul.

Sometimes you have gone out 
on th e ironbound beach of the sea 
w hen there has been a storm on the 
ocean, and you have seen the waves 
dash into w hite foam a t your feet. 
They did not do you any harm . W hile 
there you th o ught of 
the chapter 
w ritten by the Psalm ist, and perhaps 
you recited it to yourself w hile the 
storm was m aking com m entary upon 
the passage: 
“God is our refuge and 
strength, a very present help in tim e 
of trouble. 
Therefore w ill I not fear, 
though the earth be removed, and 
though the m ountains be carried into 
the m idst of the sea, though the 
w aters thereof roar and be troubled, 
though the m ountains shake w ith the 
sw elling thereof.”
